2 Children Found Living 
in Abandoned Texas Bus 


Splendora, Texas 

The abandoned school bus in Splen- 
dora, Texas, had no engine and no 
front wheels. But there were crude 
curtains in the windows, an air 
conditioner and even bunk beds. 

So when postal worker Vanes- 
sa Picazo peered inside Wednes- 
day, it became clear that two chil- 
dren had been living for more than 
two months in the dilapidated vehi- 
cle at the end of a road. 

The children, siblings ages 5 to 
11, were swifdy placed in foster care 
while authorities investigate. They 
were staying in the bus with an aunt 
after their parents were convicted 
of embezzling money from Hurri- 
cane Ike victims in 2008. The kids 
were not enrolled in school. 

Their father, Mark Shorten, said 
Thursday the bus was meant to be 
temporary and that he was plan- 
ning to build a permanent home on

the property, but a spokeswoman 
for Child Protective Services said 
authorities were more concerned 
about the welfare of the kids.

Assad’s regime has suffered a 
steady stream of army defectors, 
who have joined a group of dissi- 
dents known as the Free Syrian 
Army, now numbering in the thou- 
sands.

An Internet Star Is Born 


As a video about 
a warlord goes 
viral, the film’s 
creators take heat 

Kampala, Uganda 

If Joseph Kony lived in relative 
anonymity before this week, he’s 
an Internet star now. 

A video about the atrocities car- 
ried out by Kony’s Lord’s Resis- 
tance Army has gone viral, racking 
up millions more views seeming- 
ly by the hour. 

The marketing campaign is an 
effort by the advocacy group Invis- 
ible Children to vastly increase 
awareness about a jungle militia 
leader who is wanted by the Inter- 
national Criminal Court for atroc- 
ities and is being hunted by 100 
U.S. Special Forces advisers and 
local troops in four Central Afri- 
can countries. 

The group’s 30 -minute video, 
which was released Monday, had 
more than 32 million views on You- 
Tube by Thursday. The movie is 
part of an effort called KONY 2012 
that targets Kony and the LRA. 

“Kony is a monster. He deserves 
to be prosecuted and hanged,” said 
Col. Felix Kulayigye, the spokes- 
man for Uganda’s military. 

But Kulayigye said that Kony’s 
forces — once thousands strong — 
have been so degraded that he no 
longer considers Kony a threat to 
the region. Because of the intensi- 
fied hunt for Kony, his forces split 
into smaller groups that can trav- 
el the jungle more easily. 



Who is Kony? 

Joseph Kony is a bush fight- 
er wanted by the Internation- 
al Criminal Court for crimes 
against humanity. Kony's Ugan- 
dan rebel group is blamed for 
tens of thousands of mutila- 
tions and killings over the last 
26 years. The militia abducts 
children, forcing them to serve 
as soldiers or sex slaves, and 
even to kill their parents or each 
other to survive. In 2008, he 
refused to sign the final peace 
agreement mediated by South 
Sudan, saying he could not 
guarantee his security once he 
left the bush, (ap)

An Unfair Fare 


The way Metro fares are caLcuLated is 
compLeteLy confusing — apparently, even to 
Metro. Proof comes courtesy of reader Wayde 
Minami, who commutes from Greenbelt to the 
Smithsonian stop. He got into the habit of taking 
a Longer stroll to the train on his way home on 
nice days. So instead of riding the Orange or 
Blue line to LEnfant Plaza, he'd walk there to 
get some exercise and avoid a transfer. 


That’s a win-win, right? Except 
that he noticed these trips of 
his ended up costing five cents 
extra. Let me repeat that: Metro 
charges him more to go a shorter 
distance. “I know it’s just a 
nickel more in my case, but [it’s] 
still annoying in principle,” he 
told me. 

When asked about it, WMATA 
spokeswoman Cathy Asato wrote 


in a response, “This appears 
to be an anomaly and has not 
been brought to our attention 
until now... Metrorail fares are 
based on composite miles, which 
is a calculation of track mileage 
and straight-line distance. 
Accordingly, the composite mileage 
for a station that is farther from 
a destination can reasonably have 
a smaller fare.” Let me repeat that: 


Metro can charge riders more to go 
a shorter distance. 

I played around with the fare 
calculator and couldn’t find another 
case in which a shorter trip to the 
same destination could cost more, 
but this is nuts. 

And so are all of the other 
various charges 
' that determine how 
M much an individual 

M trip costs. That’s 
why the best news 
about the extensive 
fare changes 
proposed for 2013 
is that the 20 -cent 
peak-of-the-peak surcharge will 
disappear, along with a few other 
extras that lead to mathematical 
meltdowns. If everything goes as 
General Manager Richard Sarles 
hopes, the number of potential 
fare calculations will shrink from 
44,000 to less than 15,000. 

The proposed changes — 
a topic of heated community 
meetings over the past two weeks 
— would also increase rail fares 
across the board by an average of 
5 percent. Weirdly, the maximum 
charge for my daily route, from 
Union Station to Farragut North, 
would actually get cheaper ($2.10 
instead of $2.15). But when I’m 
traveling at off-peak hours, the 
price would go up from $1.60 
to $1.70 (the new minimum 
charge). 

There’s a survey asking riders 
to weigh in on the proposal (see 
box below). But I think everyone 
can agree that the new fares should 
be fair. And that means fixing an 
anomaly that penalizes a rider for 
taking a shorter trip. 

As for Minami, he’s not letting 
himself be nickeled-and-dimed. 
He’s just walking one more stop 
up the Green Line to Archives. 
“So I’m getting a little more 
exercise than before without 
having to pay extra,” he says.

The region’s transit authority has 
known for six years that some of its 
rail cars have had brake parts that 
were failing sooner than expected, 
said Mort Downey, a Metro board 
member representing the federal 
government and head of the safe- 
ty committee. 

In January and December, brake 
parts fell from trains in two sepa- 
rate incidents and were examined 
for “hub failure.” 


Faulty Brakes Ignored 


On Thursday, Downey told 
The Washington Post “the good 
news is the old brake hubs on the 
5000 series have been replaced.” 
He said “the bad news” is Metro 
“knew about this six years ago 
and created a plan to fix it and 
never did it.” 

The authority “apparently put 
a fix into a planned overhaul of the 
wheels and motors but for finan- 
cial reasons canceled it,” he said. 
Downey said Metro “knew [the 
part was] failing ahead of expec- 
tations.” He said they knew the 
part wasn’t “lasting as long as it 
should and ought to be replaced.” 
The part should have lasted 35 
years, he said, but instead was last-

Virginia Tech officials have 
acknowledged during a trial that 
the school’s initial timeline of the 
mass shooting had errors in it. 

The timeline is at the heart of a 
wrongful death lawsuit that claims 
Virginia Tech administrators 
attempted to cover up their mis- 
steps after the 2007 shootings.

Four and a half months ago, D.C. 
United’s 2011 season went up in 
smoke, with the final burn com- 
ing at the hands of Sporting Kan- 
sas City, 1-0 winners on an Octo- 
ber night at RFK Stadium. 

The new-and-improved United 
has a shot at symbolically turning 
the page Saturday night, when it 



opens its 2012 campaign against 
Sporting K.C. with bounding opti- 
mism and a sense that the bevy of 
off-season personnel moves has the 
club in position to contend for one 
of the five playoff berths in the bal- 
anced Eastern Conference. 

“Expectations are always high 
here, even when we have a bad sea- 
son the year before,” D.C. coach Ben 
Olsen said. “The good part about 
D.C. United, and in particular our 
fans, is that they want to see suc- 
cess, so the expectations in my mind 
are always high.

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Bed down in style 
via hip duvets, posh 
pillows and more 

For a few years now, 
the image of a perfectly 
dressed bed has come 
straight from a luxury 
hotel. Picture a sleek 
sleep zone done up in 
crisp white sheets, with 
a streamlined white 
duvet neatly folded at the 
bottom. A blanket or a 
couple of artfully placed 
throw pillows provide a 
pop of color. 

It’s all very chic, of course. But an 
all-white world for catching winks 
isn’t the only option for those who 
want to slumber in style. 

“Hotels helped people under- 
stand luxury and that there is bet- 
ter quality bedding and different 
layering techniques” says Keith 
Hagood, president/general man- 
ager of e-tailer the Company Store 
(Thecompanystore.com). 

Now nesters can take what 
they’ve learned on vacation (or from 
streaming HGTV), and add their 
own twist, whether it’s a batik quilt 
or sheets in punchy orange. “Don’t 
limit yourself,” says Lauren Liess, 
owner of Herndon, Va’s Lauren Liess 
Interiors (Thepurestyle.com). “If it’s 
a color you love, go for it.” 

But to save your boudoir from 
resembling a circus tent, keep large 
components neutral, aka white, 
taupe or even gray.

242-1790). Her shop carries nearly 
20 brands like John Robshaw and 
Anichini). You’ll find a similarly 
eclectic, luxe selection but with a 
decidedly exotic bent at Timothy

Still, less is more now, wheth- 
er you’re talking bed skirts (think 
tailored, not frilly) or pillows. “You 
don’t want it to take 20 minutes to 
undo your bed to get into it,” Hago- 
od says.

pillow covered in a cool pattern 
horizontally across the bed. 

Just as with clothing, a layered 
look often proves the most versa- 
tile approach.

“That 
gives customers a couple of ways 
to sleep. In the summer, they can 
sleep with just the sheets and cov- 
erlet. If they need more warmth, 
they can pull up the duvet.” 

When choosing bedding, qual- 
ity matters. “Buy the best you can 
afford,” Liess says. “You will regret 
buying cheaper bedding.” 

“The main thing to look for is a 
natural fiber content,” Lange says. 
“It’s going to last longer if you get 
100 percent cotton versus polyes-

ter. Cotton breathes better.” 

A basic duvet makes for a good 
investment piece and lets you play 
with colors and patterns through 
duvet covers. “A lot of duvet cov- 
ers are reversible, so you get two 
looks in one,” Hagood says. “And 
they take up almost no space in 
the linen closet.” 

Whether you opt for a funky 
print or a soothing solid, your 
bedding should make you excited 
about calling it a night. “You spend 
a lot of time sleeping,” says Sotz. 
“So you should go to bed in a space 
where you feel really comfortable.

Motherhood in popular culture is 
often reduced to either June Cleaver 
or Joan Crawford, but Moore hits 
the mark here as a woman who 
recognizes that perfection isn’t 
possible yet still straps on a baseball 
glove after a long day at work to get 
a few throws in with her boy. I don’t 
think Moore will take home an Oscar 
for “Being Flynn," but she should get 
recognized for this small performance 
that makes a large impact.

What if we told you that 
“Game Change,” the 
acrimoniously anticipat- 
ed HBO movie airing Saturday 
night, might make you feel sorry 
for Sarah Palin? 

Weird, right? The movie seems 
to want you to realize that there’s a 
human being there, someone who 
could use a break from the scorn 
and expectation heaped upon her. In 
fact, all the major players in “Game 
Change” could have done a lot worse 
when it comes to being depicted by 
Hollywood: Sen. John McCain; his 
2008 campaign staff; the election 
industry; the voracious media; the 
Palin clan. Nobody comes off look- 
ing so great, but there are also no 
real monsters. 

Instead, the film’s most scath- 
ing indictment is a symbolic one: 
It attacks our mutual inability to 
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communicate. 

Nevertheless, “Game Change,” 
an adaptation of some of the juiciest 
chapters from Mark Halperin and 
John Heilemann’s behind-the-scenes 
best-seller about the uglier and more 
desperate moments of the ’08 elec- 
tion, makes for a good movie. It’s a 
lot better than the network’s numb- 
ingly rote “Too Big to Fail” last year 
and almost as good as the gripping 
“Recount,” the 2008 HBO movie 
about the 2000 election. 

To answer the question every- 
one is asking: It takes no more 
than 40 seconds to accustom your- 
self to Julianne Moore’s eerily per- 
fect take on Palin. Despite initial 
misgivings when the first pho- 
tos came out of Moore done up in 
Palin’s hairdo and specs, “Game 
Change” ranks among her finest 
performances.

Don't try to decipher 
‘John Carter' — it's

Film Review 

“John Carter” is being hyped as the 
first blockbuster of the year, but it’s 
really the first big flop. 

What’s “John Carter” about? 
That’s not a rhetorical question: 
Seriously, what the heck is going 
on in this movie? Based on Edgar 
Rice Burroughs’ story “A Princess 
of Mars,” this adaptation gets off to 
such an incoherent start that it takes 
almost the entire two-hour-plus run- 
ning time to catch up. Narratively 
stilted, visually ugly and imagina- 
tively bankrupt, “John Carter” just 
sits there, forcing the audience to sit 
right along with it. 

But, OK, if it’s a synopsis you 
want: “John Carter” is nominally 
about a Civil War veteran (Taylor 
Kitsch) who, while searching for

‘Silent House’: 
Fear of the Mind 

Film Review 


Likely to disappoint fans of old- 
school bogeymen and aficionados 
of jokily self-referential meta-hor- 
ror, “Silent House” might just find 
an audience that is able to appre- 
ciate it for what it is: a scary yet 
thoughtful — even deep — art- 
house fright fest.

“Dr. Seuss’ The Lorax” isn’t quite a faithful adaptation of the author’s darkest book, 
but that didn’t stop the film from making more than $70 million last weekend. 



ACT OF VALOR (R, 105 minutes) Military 
reality and video-game fantasy shake 
hands and come out fighting in this ac- 
tion flick that stars actual Navy SEALs. 
The exercises are genuine, and so is the 
hardware. But the script undermines 
the sense of authenticity at every turn. 
In Costa Rica, a CIA agent is posing as 
a doctor while observing an interna- 
tional drug and arms smuggler. Her 
cover is blown, and she’s captured and 
tortured. Soon, the SEAL team arrives 
for the rescue. Like most recent action 
movies, “Act of Valor" is fast, loud and 
strenuously over-edited, mark jenkins 
THE ARTIST (PG-13, 100 minutes) Cap- 
ping off a year of movies dedicated to 
high-style nostalgia, “The Artist" arrives 
like the last, lightest profiterole on the 
croquembouche. “The Artist" opens in 
1927, when dapper Errol Flynn-esque 
film star George Valentin (Jean Dujar- 
din) rules Hollywoodland as its reigning 
star, his million-dollar grin coming as 
easily as the waves of applause that 
predictably greet every one of his new 
pictures. When George crosses paths 
with an eager newcomer named Peppy 
Miller (Berenice Bejo), he’s cast in the 
role of mentor (and maybe more). But 
when talking pictures become the order 
of the day, she quickly begins an ascent 
up stardom’s ladder, while George’s 
fortunes begin their inevitable slide. A.H. 
DR. SEUSS’ THE LORAX (PG, 86 min 
utes) Like “An Inconvenient Truth" for 
the 12-and-under crowd, “Dr. Seuss’ The 


Lorax" is a cautionary environmental tale 
with a thin veneer of entertainment on top. 
Based on Seuss’ 1971 picture book, this 
musical adaptation, in eye-popping 3-D 
CGI, is undeniably less gloomy than the 
original. In the hands of co-directors Chris 
Reynaud and Kyle Baida and co-writers 
Ken Daurioand Cinco Paul, Seuss’ slender 
though eloquent fable has morphed into 
something unwieldy and manic. It’s si- 
multaneously silly and preachy, and with 
precious room for little fun. “Dr. Seuss’ 
The Lorax" is a movie that progressives 
can feel good about taking their kidsto, 
without actually having a good time. m.o. 
JOURNEY 2: THE MYSTERIOUS IS- 
LAND (PG, 94 minutes) Managing to 
make classic 19th-century adventure

they do their best to create the kind of 
cozy cocoon their fellow Manhattan- 
ites confect within their monuments to 
narcissism and ambition.
